for her part in atrocities at the 
notorious concentration camp.

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Bomb-Loaded 
Plane Crashes in 
England, 12 Die 


Isleham. Eng., Oct. 13 -T- (/P) — 
U. S. Air Force B-50 bomber with 
a load of live bombs dived into a 
wheat field today 
and 
exploded 
with a roar head 12 miles away. 
AH 12 crew members were killed. 
The 
plane, 
designed 
as 
the 
atom-bomb carrying version of the 
B-29, 
was on a 180-mile practice 
mission to the North sea island of 
Helgoland with twelve 
500-pound 
bombs. 


Villagers 
said 
the 
plane 
ap- 
peared to burst into flames 
just 
before it dropped through a light 
ground fog and struck the 
field. 
Flaming bits of the four-engined 
craft were 
blown 
hundreds 
of 
yards in all directions from 
the 
huge central crater dug by 
the 
blast. 


Burning gasoline set fire to 
a 
ring of farm buildings and to 60 
tons of stacked wheat. 
Windows 
shattered and plaster ceilings fell 
in Isleham houses. Fire equipment 
was summoned from nearby New- 
market, 60 miles northeast of Lon- 
don, 
and from Cambridge, Milden- 
hall and Oxfordham. 


The U. S. Third Air division in 
London said the plane crashed at 
9:25 a. m., local time (2:25 a. m.. 
CST), only a few minutes after it 
left Lakenhenth air field, seven 
miles away in adjoining 
Norfolk 


county, for its Helgoland mission 
Both British and 
American air- 


craft regularly use Helgoland 
for 
live bombing practice. 
Helogland 
was a Nazi submarine and anti- 
aircraft base during the war. 


The Third Air division said this 
was the first accident involving a 
B-50 
since the 43rd group of these 
craft arrived Aug. 18 from 
their 


Tucson, Ariz., base. The group is 
stationed at 
Scolthorpe, 
Norfolk 


county, for 90 days of operational 
training. A B-50 bomber crashed 
near Fairbanks, Alaska, last Dec. 
22, killing all ten men, aboard. 
The Third Air division withheld 
the names of today's dead 
until 
next of kin are notified. It also 
declined to furnish the nickname 
of the plane, since this would serve 
to identify the crew to persons 
familiar with the 43rd group when 
it was in Tucson. The B-50's usual- 
ly bear nicknames, the most fa- 
mous of which is "Lucky Lady," 
which flew non-stop 
around the 
world earlier this year. 


A Royal Air Force rescue .squad- 
ron recovered the 12 .bodies from 
the 
smoking, 
twisted 
wreckage 


within two hours after the crash. 


U.S. Pulling 
No Cold War 
Punches 


Washington, Oct. '3 —(.10— Ssc- 
retary of State Acheson's 
blast 
against the "Soviet masters" con- 
trolling Eastern 
Germany 
made 
it plain today that the U.S. is 
pulling no cold-war punches 
be- 
cause of Russia's atomic explo- 
sion. 


Speaking out for the first time 
since President Truman made his 
Sept. 23 announcement of the Rus- 
sian A-blast, Acheson referred -jo 
the newly-created East 
German 
state as an "autocratic commun- 
ist regime." 


At his news conference late yes- 
terday, the secretary also brushed 
off protests from four Eastern Eu- 
rope communist governments, and 
assailed the current wave of ar- 
rests in Czechoslovakia as terror- 
istic.

Acheson met newsmen after 
a 
closed door conference with mem- 
bers of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee which dealt large- 
ly with the march of communism 
in Asia.

publicly 
about communist developments in 
Europe lost none of the acid tone 
which had marked his comments 
before the White House atomic an- 
nouncement gave an . urgent

turn to the East-West struggle. 


Denouncing the new East GIH-- 
man government as "subservient" 
and controlled by Moscow-direct- 
ed communists, Acheson pledged 
continued full support 
from 
the 


United States, Britain and France 
for the

trast has a 
thoroughly constitu- 
tional and popular basis." 
He noted that in the Soviet zone 
elections are reported postponed 
for a year, and declared that "the 
new government and 
its

are obviously afraid to 


risk the ferdict of the people of 
the Soviet zone."

San Francisco, Oct. 13 — (JP) — 


Harry Bridges' trial on charges of 
perjury and 
conspiracy 
to 
de- 


fraud the government will start on 
November 14, barring some 
un- 
forseen delay. 


Federal District Judge 
George 
B. Harris y e s t e r d a y denied a 
series of motions by which coun- 
sel for Bridges and two aides at- 
tacked the indictments on various 
constitutional and legal grounds. 


The Australian-born B r i d g e s , 
stormy labor figure and head of 
the CIO longshoremen's union, was 
charged with perjury in testifying 
at his 1945 naturalization hearing 
that he was not and never had 
been a communist. 


There was no immediate com- 
ment from defense counsel wheth- 
er further steps would be taken to 
delay the trial.

program. 


Drawing fiery words at the U.S. 
engineers' hearing 
on the 
pro- 
gram today 
was 
the 
nroposed 


Wolf Bayou dam near Batesville, 
Ark., which would form a 
lake 
almost into Missouri. 


Opposition started soon after the 
second day's hearing was opened 
by Col. Thomas A. Lane, Little 
Rock district engineer. The meet- 
ings are being held in the Jack- 
son county courthouse. 
Leading the sharp word battle 
are scores of sportsmen and farm- 
ers from Missouri and Arkansas 
who oppose phases of 
the pro- 
posed $561,000,000 plan. 
They 
say that damming 
the 


White river 
and its 
tributaries 
would destroy much of the rugged 
beauty of 
the 
Ozark 
mountain 
land bordering the stream. 


About 1.000 interested 
persons 


from the two states were at the 
opening session of the hearing yes- 
terday, which 
went 
under 
full 
steam until 9 p.m. 
Main opposition 
was 
centered 


around the Blair creek and Doni- 
pnan reservoirs 
on the 
current 
river in Missouri. 
Leading the opposition was Gov. 
Forrest Smith of Missouri 
who 
in a prepared statement 
present- 
ed at the hearing- asked that,the 
plan be turned down. He cited the 
current 
river 
as 
a 
"unique" 
stream. 


Most heated 
remarks 
against 


the two reservoirs 
came 
from 
W. S. Fahey of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Hunting and 
Fishing club. 
He directed his short address at 
those who are attempting "to de- 
stroy the beauty of nature." 
G. W. Davis of 
West 
Plains, 
Mo., president of the Conservation 
Federation of Missouri, 
charged 
that the ttream "belongs to all of 
America." 
"It belongs to all, like the paint- 
ed desert, 
Everglades 
and 
the 
Yosemite National Park. 
"God hdlp this nation," he said, 
"if things that stir man's soul have 
to be thrown out the window then 
they fail to ring the cash regis- 
ter." 
• A few minutes 
earlier 
W. C. 
McClure of Camden, Ark., 
field 
representative of the 
Mississippi 
Valley association, said the feder- 
al government could make $154 an 
hour from the sale of power at the 
two dams. 


Attlee Rejects 
Election, Will 
Ride Out Crisis 


London, Oct. 13 —(/P) — Prime 
Minister Attlee turned down today 
demands for a general parliamen- 
tary election this fall and decided 
that his labor government 
would 
ride out Britain's economic crisis. 
The announcement 
that 
there 
would be no early 
election 
was 
made, an official statement said, 
to quiet 
"disturbing 
effects 
on 
trade and industry" 
caused 
by 


widespread speculation of a vote 
this fall. 


The 
labor 
government's 
five- 
year term runs until next 
July. 


Under Britain's constitutional sys- 
tem, 
the prime minister has 
au- 
thority to call an election at any 
time. 


Attlee announced that he would 
not advise King George VI to dis- 
solve parliament this year. Gen- 
eral elections in Britain are pre- 
cipitated by dissolving parliament. 
Attlee's 
announcement 
set 
a 
recedent. It is the first time a 
prime minister has used an 
offi- 


cial statement to say "no" to an 
election. 


Ever since Britain devalued the 


pound from $4.03 to $2.80 on Sept. 
18 there has been a rash of predic- 
tions that Attlee might 
seek 
an 
early vote of confidence from the 
people. 


Leftwing laborites had urged 
a 
vote soon on the ground that ris- 
ing prices caused by devaluation 
might cut into the 
government's 
popularity within a few months. 


Devaluation also was followed by 
rising pressure from the opposition 
Conservative party and some :-ec- 
tions of the press and business for 
a general election. Generally, those 
Hrouns contended the government 
should place its socialist 
politics 
and planning and finance before 
the electorate this autumn. 
Following a cabinet meeting, this 
statement was 
issued 
from 
the 
prime minister's residence: 
''Having regard to disturbing ef- 
fects on trade and industry and on 
the national effort by 
the con- 
tinuance of speculation as to 
an 
early general election, the 
prime 
minister thinks it right to inform 
the country of his decision not to 
advise his majesty to dissolve pai- 
liament this year." 


Today's cabinet meeting was the 
first .session of 
top 
government 
ministers since the pound was de- 
valued. 


Woman Is 
Nominated to 
Denmark Post 


Washington, Oct. 13 —(IP) Mrs. 
Eugenie Anderson of Red 
Wing, 


Minn., has been nominated to rep- 
resent the United States in Den- 
mark as this country's first woman 
ambassador. 
President T r u m a n sent 
the 
name of 
the 40-year-old Demo- 
cratic national 
committeewoman 
to the senate yesterday to succeed 
Josiah Marvel, who vacated 
the 
Copenhagen posts some 
months 
ago. 


At the 500-acre farm where she 


and her artist-husband live, Mrs. 
Anderson said she is an 
"ardent 
supporter" of Mr. Truman's for- 
eign policy and added that she was 
"especially happy to be nominated 
as ambassador to Denmark." 
There have been women minis- 
ters representing the United States 
abroadMrs. Perle Mesta at Lux- 
enbourg is one; Marvel's predeces- 
sor in Denmark, Mrs. Ruth Bryan 
Owen, was another—but no woman 
ever before has half the full am- 
bassadorial rank. Since Mrs. Owen 
was in Denmark the rank of the 
top U. S. diplomat there has been 
raised from minister to ambassa- 
dor. 


Mrs. Owen remarried 
in 
1936 
and is 
now Mrs, Ruth 
Bryan 
Rohde. 


Mrs. Anderson entered 
politics 
as a member of the league women 
voters about six years ago. She be- 
came active in 
the Democratic 
party in 1944 and was named 
to 


the natioal committee four years 
later. 


The blonde 
ambassador-desig- 
nate was born in Adair, Iowa, and 
attended Stephens college in Co- 
lumbia. Mo,, Carlton in 
North- 


field, Minn., and the Institute of 
Musical Arts in New York Citv. 
She is the daughter of a Methoc» 


ist minister and the mother of two 
children.

U. Nathan, vice president of the 
Ronson Art Metal Works, Inc. 
The 
Ronson 
company — the 


equivalent of General Motors 
in 
its field — soon will market its 35,- 
000,000th lighter 


It was founded 56 years ago by 
the late Louis A. Aronson, a met- 
talurgical engineer who put 
tne 


voice in the mama doll Aronson, 
who died in 1940, was 
a 
pinK- 


cheeked man with a passion for 
maroon — he even wore maron 
shirts. 
"Oddly, as a 
young man, he 


won a $5,000 prize from the Bel- 
gian government for developing a 
safety match," Nathan lucpiled. 
Repenting of this, 
A r o n s o n 


turned to the mechanical U«htcr. 
His biggest contribution was 
a 
oush button invention that brought 
the light to life with a pressure 
of a lunger. It made him so much 
money he could pal around 
with 
kings. He even bought a 70-t'orjt 
yacht so he could sail to see them. 
"He had lighters from one cr.cl 


of the yacht to the other," 
said 
Nathan. 
'Even had one in his 
bathroom." 
One of Nathan's press-it vice 
presidential duties is the assem- 
bling of a museum of mechanical 
liahiers.
